Strauss did not specify in his 
two-sentence announcement wheth­ 
er the Russians exploded anatomic 
or hydrogen device. He did note

announcement of Soviet weapons 
tests in the past eight months."

April 2 <J*-The 
Supreme Court today pulled the 
teeth of state sedition laws. It said 
they have been superseded by fed­ 
eral legislation 
Dividing 6-3. the court threw' out 
the sedition conviction of Commu­ 
nist leader Steve Nelson in a state 
court under Pennsylvania’s sedi­ 
tion law. 
After reviewing the 1940 Smith 
Act and subsequent federal laws. 
Chief Justice Warren, speaking for 
the m ajority, said 
“ Looking at them in the aggre­ 
gate. the conclusion is inescapable 
j that Congress intended to occupy 
the field of sedition. Taken as a 
j whole, they evince a congressional 
I plan which makes it reasonable to 
' determine there is no room left for 
. the states to supplant it. 
“Therefore, a state sedition law 
I is superseded regardless of wheth­ 
er it purports to supplement the 
I federal law

Pilot Crash-Lands 


On Puget Sound As 


Vibration Develops 


SEATTLE. April 2 b— Four per­ 
sons were known dead, one was 
missing and 33 numbed survivors 
were rescued today after a vibrat­ 
ing luxury airliner's emergency 
crash landing on Puget Sound. 


The Northwest Orient Airlines 
Stratocruiser developed its fatal 
case of aerial shakes a few min­ 
utes after its takeoff from the 
Seattle-Tacoma International A ir­ 
port on a flight with New York as 
I its ultimate destination. 


The pilot decided on a water 
gamble with the crippled craft in­ 
stead of the apparently greater 
one of trying to return to the air­ 
port over land. 


The victims included a Chinese 
woman and boy. The plane s 31 
passengers included six children. 


It was the second major airline 
tragedy in the nation within 
13 
hours—but the first for Northwest 
j Orient since 1951 to claim a life. 
! The other air disaster was near 
Pittsburgh. Pa . last night. It also 
' was on a takeoff. It killed 22 per- 


J sons and injured 14. 


The Stratocruiser r e m a i n e d 
j afloat for about 15 minutes after 
I the mishap, giving all aboard a 
chance to escape to the wings. It 
had taken off at 8 06 a rn.

Seattle, a flight 
service attendant.

The 33 survived by clinging to

because the plane, headed for Chi­ 
cago and New York via Portland, 
Ore., was not on an over-water 
route.

National Elections 
Thrown Into House 


What if the 1956 Democratic National Conven­ 
tion goes for a presidential candidate and a plat­ 
form unacceptable to the South on civil rights, in­ 
cluding public school integration? 
Then a separate 
State Rights party and candidate might well enter 


the field, as in 1948. 
The aim would be to take enough states from 
both major-party candidates to prevent either from 
getting a clear majority of the electoral votes. 
Af­ 
ter all, the States Rights party eight years ago gar­ 
nered 39 electoral votes, and Truman s electoral 
vote of 303 was only 37 more than the 266 needed 


to elect. 
Truman carried each of three large states by 
less than one percentage point: California. Illinois, 
and Ohio. A few thousand popular votes the other 
way in any two of these three states and the elec­ 
tion would have been thrown into the House of 
Representatives. 
There each state would have 
had one vote, regardless of population—an excel­ 
lent opportunity for tough bargaining. 
The eleetion-change constitutional amendment 
rejected by the Senate on March 27 last provided 
that, if the election is thrown into Congress, the 
president be elected by the senators and represen­ 
tatives, one vote for each. 
That one proposal did 
seem generally acceptable. 
In the laM previous election of a president by 
the House, after the four-cornered election of 1824 
in which Andrew Jackson had had both a popular 
and electoral plurality, the House after much be* 
hind-thescenes-bargaimng 
chose 
John 
Quincy 
Adams by 13 states out of 24 
In the only other 
election by the House, in 1800. with the voters of 
nine states needed, Jefferson for a long time, had 
had eight and Aaron Burr six. 
Only after 36 ballots was Jefferson elected, 
when he got the two states whose delegations had 
long been unable to vote because equally divided. 
This problem of equally divided state delegations 
might well bedevil any election of president by the 
House today— in the present House four states 
have delegations equally divided politically

Just now, I personally suffer from the "Thou shalt 
not eat” curse. 
I have (seen put on 1.580 calories and 
what I eat is weighed and measured and they even 
have a special ruler for it. 
The theory is that if I 
get skinny, I shall be well again. The proof that it is 
heller to he skinny than rotund is theoretiral and 
staiistiral. 
The assumption is that the larger the 
belly, the more numerous the rapillaries and the 
more pumping the heart has to do. 
.So get skinny, 
says the doctor. 


Do you live to eat or eat to live’ 
W hat a silly ques­ 
tion* 
lf one only eats to live, he can fill himself with 
vitam ins and ham burgers and spend his money on indi­ 
gestion pills. 
I have for four decades eaten with con­ 
siderable attention to esthetic values. 
Now I am told 
th at I should have devoted my artistic em otions to some 
other art, w ch as ballet dancing which would have given 
m e a girlish figure. 
I refuse to count calories. 
It seem s to me a miserly 
business like counting monev 
So, like all other unpleas­ 
ant tasks, the old womafi takes it on and does it too well 
because she is very efficient and refuses to cheat 
It is 
exceedingly trying, when one is convalescing, to be con­ 
trolled by a wife who will not cheat, not even a little, 
It seems to be that if one” is arbitrarily put on I.SOO cal­ 
ories, the question could be asked, why not 1,504 calories’ 


The ane task is to reject invalidism. 
Anybody eon 
become a permanent invalid. It is not even necessary 
to be sick. 
All one needs to do is grim ace, have a 
pain here and there, make a noise about it. and fright­ 
en everybody that death is around the corner, So thev 
all gather around and say, "Don’t m ove!” 
They tie 
one s shoelaces. 
They help one up from a rhair. 
They help one dress. 
They prevent one from falling 
when there isn’t the remotest chance of falling. 


I his has to be fought hard if the convalescing person 
has any self-repsct. 
There are, of course, m any really 
sick people who cannot do anything for them selves. 
I do 
not refer to such. 
I am talking about a guy like Ike or 
myself, having had a heart attack and having got over it, 
m ust regain his strength by working, by doing things and 
by rejecting pam pering. 
If you ask me, I feel so good, 
I feel like c omplaining. 
Of course, I don’t play golf but 
I never did. 


Ii seem s to m e that one job the H eart Association 
might do is conduct a cam paign to help people not to 
be scared by heart attacks. 
When I was in the hospital. 
I heard of the routines for heart patients, routines w hieh * 
I rejected as contem ptible. 
It is easier to be dead than 
to be a cabbage. 


Tliis sickness contains many unfortunate psychol- 


eh al factors. (Inc is that all those who rome near the 
patient, including the doctors, look so serious they 
scare the patient. 
What is needed is a Schnozzle 
Du es ate to say, “ It could be worse if you got two heart 
attacks. 
You only got one, you bum, so what are you 
so scared for?” And then when the fellow is released 
from the hospital, his family and friends art as though 
they had already bought a coffin and havr to give 
it bark. 


I must say that from the day w hatever happened un­ 
til today, I never stopped working. 
Maybe the Heart 
Association might learn something from that about how 
to treat heart patients. 
It might be of value to others 
who dread invalidism more than de*''

The bunion victim . ft*r exam ple, 
m ay be able to obtain relief by 
asking the shoe man to stretch 
the leather over the instep or to 
m ake a window over the bunion

and 
replace 
it 
with 
soft 
leather. This affords g reater free­ 
dom 
from 
pressure or 
friction. 
When the shoes are large enough, 
a doughnut bunion pad will pro­ 
tect the lesion. 
Special 
treatm ent

when the bunion becomes inflamed 
or is associated with bursitis or 
arthritis. 
Paring will relieve the

tem porarily but 
the practice

dangerous when done by elderly
